Twenty different teachers have been employed during the 
year. Six less changes than last year. Nearly all of them passed 
a fair examination. Several a very creditable one. The general 
success has been good. But poor School-houses, lack of 
Apparatus, little interest on the part of parents, (shown only in 


_ finding fault and making trouble usually) low grade of scholar— 


ship in previous years, and poor scholarship on the part of 
teachers, present and past, with little or no classification, these 
and other matters prevent the schools from being all that they 


~ should be. A few complaints have been made during the year 


against certain schools, which on investigation at the school- . 
house showed to be groundless. In one instance only did your 
committee find anything to warrant an interference. Several 
schools have made very marked improvement. Reading has 
been very much better taught than last year. So have Grammar 
and Geography. I have found the schools better supplied with 
books, and better classed than last year. Many odd books have 
been thrown out for those in general use. | Hagor’s Arithmetics 
have begun to come in to supplant Greenlief’s, and your com— 
mittee has felt compelled to recommend them. 

School district lines remain unchanged. It is quite time 
however, that Nos. 8, 14 and 15, are combined into One Union 


Grammar or High School district. The same is true of 6, 15 
and 19. 9 and 11 ought to unite to build a school-house, as 
neither have a suitable place for the purpose. The same of 16 


and 18. ‘The same as regards the school-houses in 5, 7, 12, and 
some other districts. It is most surprising that the Citizens of the 
Center district, do not move in this matter of a school-house. 
Something has been done towards better classification, greater 
uniformity in books, and we have had some improvement in our 
schools. The next blow to strike is in favor of better school 
buildings in every part of the town. It seems easy to build for 
some purposes; why so hard to build school-houses? Is it lack of 
interest in this direction?
